Lady  Y.  And  as  I  tell  you  all  my  secrets,  I  will  tell  you  his 
name — it  is  Dudley  ! 

Mabel,  (starting  up)  Dudley !  why,  that’s  my  sweetheart’s 
name. 

Lady  V.  Yours  ?  impossible  I  it  cannot  be  ! 

Mabel.  It  is,  though !  Oh,  don’t  take  him  from  me,  your 
ladyship.  He  is  all  I  have  in  the  world. 

Lady  Y.  (aside)  There  must  be  some  mistake,  (aloud) 
Hush  !  tell  me,  does  this  man  live  here  ?  } 

Mabel.  He  came  here  two  months  ago,  your  ladyship 

Lady  V.  (aside— rises)  The  very  time  the  earl  fled  from  the 
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court  after  that  unfortunate  duel,  (aloud)  Tell  me,  Mabel,  is 
there  anything  particular  about  this  man  ? 

Mabel.  Anything?  everything!  young,  handsome,  well 
made.  Such  beautiful  curly  hair  (lie  gave  me  a  lock  of  it  yes¬ 
terday)  and  though  he  is  but  a  gardener,  he  talks  like  a  duke. 

Lady  V.  (aside)  And  for  this  I  have  obtained  his  pardon 
from  the  king  !  (aloud)  Tell  me,  Mabel,  does  thisjman  love  you  ? 

Mabel.  Well,  if  he  don’t  he  ought!  We’re  going  to  be 
married  in  a  few  weeks ! 

Lady  V.  It  cannot  be — he  has  deceived  you.  That  man  is 
of  noble  birth  ! 

Mabel,  (r.)  Oh,  don’t  say  so,  your  ladyship  ! 

Lady  V.  (r.  c  )  Read  this!  ( gives  letter  to  Mabel) 

Mabel,  (reads)  u  Adorable  Emily — ”  That’s  you?  ('Lady 
Vane  assents)  u  Adorable  Emily, — ’Absence  from  you  for  the 
last  two  months  has  become  insupportable.  I  must  see  you, 
even  though  I  run  the  risk  of  being  arrested.”  arrested  ?  “I  am 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  forest,  and  will,  should  you  grant  me 
the  interview,  meet  you  on  Thursday  next  at  the  Farm  House, 
at  the  Englefi eld  entrance  to  the  Park.”  That’s  here!  “  I 
shall,  to  escape  observation,  be  disguised  as  a  farmer,  and  when 
we  meet,  will  place  at  your  disposal  my  hand  and  heart.” 
Signed,  “Dudley.”  Why,  he  offers  to  marry  you,  and  lie’s 
going  to  marry  me.  The  Blue  Beard !  how  many  wives  does 
the  man  want  ?  He  deserves  to  be  hanged  on  one  of  his  own 
pear  trees ! 

Lady  V.  Peace,  Mabel !  never  fear,  we  will  be  revenged. 
His  liberty — his  life,  are  in  my  hands.  Listen.  Two  months 
ago  he  was  obliged  to  fly  the  court,  on  account  of  a  duel  in 
which  he  was  engaged.  The  officers  of  justice  have  been  in 
quest  of  him  ever  since.  Last  mght'ffiis  majesty,  yielding  to 
my  entreaties,  gave  into  my  hands  a  free  pardon,  to  be  given 
to  him  solely  on  condition  of  his  promising  to  lead  a  new  life. 
This  pardon  is  mine,  and  it  is  in  my  power  to  consign  him  to 
the  Tower ! 

Mabel,  (l.)  Oh,  do,  do — please  do  ! 

Lady  V.  The  ingrate !  (walking  about)  The  way  he  has 
treated  me !  a  year’s  imprisonment  is  not  enough  for  him. 

Mabel,  (walking  about)  One  !  no,  the  way  he  has  treated 
me —  two ! 

Lady  V.  Two,  Mabel !  three!  Exit  angrily ,  r.  d. 

Mabel.  Three  !  fifty  !  Bursting  into  tears ,  exits  l.  d. 

Enter  Jacob  Stubble  and  Reapers,  with  scythes ,  forks ,  $-c., 

c.  D. 

Jacob.  Muster  Gray!  Be  you  there,  Muster  Gray?  Be 
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you  there,  Missy?  We’ve  just  been  a-carrying  the  last  load, 
and  if  we  might  be  bold  enough  to  ax  for  the  drop  of  beer, 
Muster  Gray ! — 

Re-enter  Mabel,  l.  d.  with  tankard  of  beer. 

Mabel.  Heyday !  we’re  not  deaf !  What  are  you  shouting 
at  ?  there’s  your  beer,  but  don’t  make  such  a  noise  about  it. 
(puts  jug  on  table,  R.)  And  you,  Jacob,  when  you’ve  racked  up 
the  horses,  bring  me  the  key  of  the  stable.  Oh,  if  I  only  catch 
that  Dudley ! 

Exit  l.  d.  removing  basin ,  $r. 

Jacob.  ( drinks )  That  be  good  stuff !  how  it  do  wash  the 
cobwebs  down!  (going  tip,  cl)  Hallo,  lads!  who  be  that  coming 
down  the  hill  all  silk  and  satin?  it  rnun  be  some  of  them  noble 
men  about  the  court.  Why,  look  you  !  if  it  bean’t  that  there 
gardener  chap  with  a  fine  name,  dressed  up  like  a  lord  !  (all 
go  up  c.  and  look  oif)  Pdess  rne,  how  he  do  swagger.  Ha,  ha, 
ha  !  (all  laugh)  And  hang  me  if  he  bean’t  a  coming  in  here  1 

Gubkins  enters ,  c.  splendidly  dressed,  swaggering  absurdly, 
holding  handkerchief  in  his  hand. 

Dub.  Good  afternoon,  gentlemen!  it’s  warm!  (fanning 
himself)  Very  warm !  (the  Haymakers  all  laugh)  Might  I 
venture  to  inquire  what  you  are  laughing  at  ?  Did  you  never 
see  a  gentleman  before  ? 

Jacob.  Gentleman!  ha,  ha,  ha!  How  long  ha’ you  been 
planted  afore  you  growed  a  gentleman?  ’Cos  you’ve  been  to 
a  fine  school  you  thinks  yourself  above  other  people  ! 

Dub.  Being  a  gentleman,  I’ll  conduct  myself  as  such.  I’ll 
stand  anything  you  like  to  drink.  First  of  all  I’ll  give  you  a 
toast. — “  The  flower  of  the  forest,  the  pretty  Mabel,  whom  I 
am  about  to  honour  with  my  hand  and  heart.” 

All.  Thank  ye,  Muster  Dudley ! 

Dub.  (aside)  Muster  Dudley !  there’s  an  exhilirating  change ! 
“  Fine  feathers—”  Ah,  it’s  not  all  the  feathers !  (looking  in  glass , 
l.)  Not  a  doubt  of  it.  1  was  born  to  be  a  duke  !  (aloud)  And 
now,  gentlemen,  listen,  while  I  tell  you  of  my  sudden  and  un¬ 
expected  elevation  !  (seats  himself  on  table)  I  was  walking  from 
this  very  house,  thinking  of  my  p’s  and  q’s — that  is,  my  peas 
and  potatoes — when  agentleman — anobleman,  a  real  live  noble¬ 
man  stood  before  me.  His  appearance  was  prepossessing _ 

(pirouettes  round)  Very  like  my  own.  (all  laugh)  He  looked 
at  me,  and  smiled  benignly.  I  looked  at  him,  and  did  the  same. 
“  Friend,”  said  he — (all  laugh)  he  called  me  friend.  “  Friend  ” 
said  he,  “do  you  know  what  I’ve  got  in  my  pocket  ?”  “No,  said  L 
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but  I  know  what  I  haven’t  got  in  mine,”  (all  laugh )  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  turn  them  inside  out.  He  followed  my  example,  with 
this  trifling  difference — he  turned  out  of  his,  a  well  lined  purse. 
It  made  me  frightfully  nervous. 

Jacob.  What,  the  purse  ? 

Dub.  Yes !  when  he  put  it  hack  again  !  (all  laugh )  “Friend,” 
said  he  again,  “  will  you  change  dresses  with  me — yours  for 
mine — purse  and  all — just  as  it  is?” 

Jacob.  And  you  said — 

Dub.  “  Done !”  of  course — I  didn’t  hesitate  a  moment,  so  to 
cut  the  story  short,  here’s  the  purse,  and  here’s  the  dress.  What 
do  you  think  of  it  ? 

Jacob.  But  where  be  the  nobleman  ?  The  dress  be  well 
enow,  muster,  and  all  I  can  say  is,  I  wish  you  well  out  on  it ! 

Dub.  Out  of  what?  the  dress?  now,  Jacob,  considering  the 
way  I’ve  treated — that  is  offered  to  treat  you — that  speech  is,  to 
say  the  least  of  it,  ungrateful.  But  there,  great  men  can  afford 
to  be  generous,  so  I  don’t  mind  looking  over  your  little  fault, 
and  here’s  something  to  drink.  ( gives  money ) 

All.  Thank  ye,  Muster  Dudley — thank  ye,  muster — ha,  ha, 
ha  !  Exit  c.  laughing. 

Dudley.  Impudent  scoundrels !  the  lower  order  is  infernally 
ungrateful.  Aha,  here  comes  Mabel !  I  shall  astonish  her  weak 
mind  a  little,  I  think.  Now  for  a  good  position.  Stop !  where 
the  deuce  is  my  hat  ?  ( puts  on  hat  grotesquely ,  and  stands  with 
hack  to  Mabel) 

Enter  Mabel,  l.  d.  seeing  him — hut  not  noticing. 

Mabel.  ( crossing  to  r.  and  siceering  up  hearth )  There  he  is! 
Won’t  he  catch  it?  I  wouldn’t  be  in  his  shoes  for  something. 
Her  ladyship  has  sent  off  to  Windsor  for  the  soldiers.  Ah, 
she’s  a  woman  of  spirit ! 

Dub.  ( aside ,  up  c.)  She  doesn’t  see  me  !  ( aloud ,  conceitedly') 
Ahem  !  Miss  Mabel — Miss  Mabel ! 

Mabel,  (aside)  Miss  Mabel !  (aloud)  Oh,  it’s  you,  is  it? 

Dub.  (coming  down)  Allow  me  to  approach  the  most  fas¬ 
cinating  of  her  sex.  Cast  your  eyes  upon  your  future  husband 
— the  sight  is  perfectly  refreshing ! 

Mabel.  Very,  my  lord — very  ! 

Dub.  (puzzled)  My  lord  ! 

Mabel,  (turning  violently)  Yes,  there’s  no  need  of  any  fur¬ 
ther  mummery ! 

Dub.  ( astounded )  Eh? 

Mabel.  The  whole  thing  is  found  out ! 
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Dub.  Oh ! 

Mabel.  I  tell  you  (stamping  her  foot)  I  know  all ! 

Dub.  Do  you?  I  wish  you’d  oblige  me  by  letting  me  into 
the  secret. 

Mabel.  You  did  well  to  cast  off  the  gardener’s  dress. 

Dub.  (aside)  That’s  the  first  word  of  sense  she’s  spoken  ! 

Mabel.  Of  course  these  clothes  become  you  better. 

I)ub.  Of  course  !  well,  I  know  that,  Mabel ! 

Mabel.  ( furious )  Don’t  Mabel  me,  my  lord  ! 

Dub.  My  lord  again !  What  do  you  mean  ? 

Mabel.  Mean !  why,  that  I  know  you — Dudley,  sir,  Dudley ! 

(hacking  him  towards  L. 

Dub.  Exactly — your  Dudley! 

Mabel.  No,  not  my  Dudley,  sir,  the  bosom  friend  of  the 
king ! 

Dub.  (twisting  round)  Friend  of  the  king !  (aside)  She  must 
have  been  at  some  of  that  home-brewed  she  gave  me  this 
morning ! 

Mabel,  (following  him  up)  And  because  you  couldn’t  do 
mischief  enough  amongst  the  duchesses  and  ladies  of  the  Court, 
you  must  try  your  art  upon  a  simple  peasant  girl !  Fie,  fie  ! 
sir,  you’re  a  disgrace  to  the  cloth  you  wear ! 

Dub.  (looking  at  himself)  Now,  that’s  what  I  call  a  very 
unhandsome  remark.  But  Mabel — (going  up  to  her) 

Mabel.  Don’t  come  near  me,  or  I’ll  tear  your  eyes  out.  Go 
to  her  ladyship,  sir — go  to  her  ladyship  !  (furious)  Don’t  stand 
like  a  fool,  but  go  ! 

Dub.  Lord — ladyship — go?  go  where? 

Mabel.  Keep  your  appointment.  I  read  your  letter  ! 

Dub.  Did  you  really  ?  Come,  I  say,  a  joke’s  a  joke  ! 

Mabel.  But  it’s  no  joke  !  You,  whom  I  thought  a  simple 
peasant  like  myself,  are  a  nobleman,  and  in  love  with  my  foster 
sister. 

Dub.  The  devil  take  your  foster  sister  ! 

Mabel.  Yes,  he  will  when  you  take  her — you’re  not  worth 
it,  I  know — but — (crying)  I — I  shall  break  my  heart,  I  know 
I  shall,  (crosses  to  l.  sobbing) 

Dub.  (r.)  Oh,  I  say,  I  can’t  stand  this.  My  love — (going 
up  to  her) 

Mabel,  (l.)  Leave  me  alone !  You’re  in  love  with  her 
ladyship,  and  you  can’t  marry  us  both  ! 

Dub.  Certainly  not !  I  don’t  want  to  be  hung!  My  dearest 
Mabel,  I  love  you,  and  will  marry  you  alone. 

Mabel.  But  what  will  become  of  her  ladyship  ? 

Dub.  Upon  my  soul  1  don’t  knowr — and  what’s  more,  I  don’t 
care.  Stay — you  say  this  infatuated  female  is  in  this  house  ? 
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Mabel.  ( sobbing )  Ye-es! 

Dub.  And  that  she  is  in  love  with  me? 

Mabel.  Ye-es ! 

Dub.  That’s  very  pardonable — and  it’s  not  my  fault,  is  it? 

Mabel.  ( sobbing )  No-o  !  You’d  better  go,  she’s  waiting  for 
you ! 

Dub.  Is  she  ?  then  she’ll  have  to  wait  a  considerable  time,  for 
I  shan’t  go ! 

Mabel,  (joyfully )  What? 

Dub.  I  shall  always  stick  by  you ! 

Mabel.  Always? 

Dub.  Yes !  And  now  let’s  seal  the  bargain  with  a  kiss. 

Mabel.  Well,  I  don’t  know,  sir — suppose  her  ladyship,  or 
any  one  should  be  looking  ?  {going  up  to  door ,  l.  and  looks

Dub.  Stuff  and  nonsense  !  {going  up  to  door ,  c.)  Oh,  good 
gracious  !  {aside)  There’s  my  friend  of  the  Exchange  coming 
in  my  clothes.  Suppose  he  should  want  his  money  back !  I’ll 
be  off ! 

He  creeps  behind  the  door ,  c.  and  after  the  Earl  enters , 
darts  off ,  c. 

Enter  the  Earl  of  Dudley,  c. 

Earl.  ( coming  down ,  c.)  This  is  the  spot.  Ha,  what  a 
charming  little  girl ! 

Mabel,  (l. — looking  down ,  her  back  turned )  Well,  Dudley— 

Earl,  (r.—  aside )  Dudley !  my  name ! 

Mabel.  If  I  should  give  you  that  kiss — 

Earl,  {aside)  A  kiss !  I  wish  she  would ! 

Mabel.  You’ll  never  leave  me? 

Earl,  {softly)  Never! 

Mabel.  And  you’ll  marry  me  at  once? 

Earl.  At  once,  {aside)  She’s  positively  lovely ! 

Mabel.  Well,  then,  you — you  may  ! 

Earl.  I  may  ?  {kisses  he r)  You  pretty  little  pet ! 

At  this  moment  Lady  Yane  enters ,  r.  d. 

Mabel,  (turning  round)  Oh,  dear !  a  stranger ! 

Screams  and  runs  off, ‘  l.  d. 

Earl,  (looking  off \  l.  d.)  Hollo,  stop !  What  an  extraor¬ 
dinary  proceeding !  Short  and  sweet,  at  any  rate. 

Lady  Y.  (coming  down,  r.  c .)  My  lord ! 

Earl.  (l. — turning  abruptly  round)  My  dearest  Emily — 

Lady  Y.  (r.)  Stay,  sir — further  deception  is  useless.  Mabel 
has  told  me  all.

Earl,  (puzzled)  Mabel !  Who  is  Mabel  ? 

Lajdy  V.  This  folly  is  ill-timed !  Mabel  is  my  foster  sister.

What  on  earth  has  she  to  do 
with  me  ? 

Lady  V.  I  suppose  I  may  believe  my  own  eyes,  my  lord  ? 

Earl.  Certainly. 

Lady  V.  Did  you  not  embrace  a  female  on  this  spot  ? 

Earl.  Undoubtedly — I  couldn’t  help  myself. 

Lady  V.  This  insolence  to  my  face !  Your  infamous  conduct 
shall  be  punished,  {goes  up  towards  r.) 

Earl,  (aside)  This  is  pleasant !  (aloud)  Your  ladyship,  hear 
me.  I  never  was  here  before  in  the  course  of  my  life.  I  came 
here  disguised  to  see  you,  and  you  alone,  and  I’ll  stake  my  re¬ 
putation — nay,  my  honour  as  a  gentleman,  that  I  never  set 
eyes  upon  the  young  person  you  saw  here  j  ust  now,  till  this 
afternoon — on  my  honour. 

Lady  Y.  Keep  up  the  farce,  my  lord!  perjure  yourself, 
pray.  We  know  now  the  worth  of  the  honour  of  the  Earl  of 
Dudley ! 

Earl.  You  are  unjust,  Emily — I  swear ! 

Lady  V.  It’s  useless — the  house  is  already  surrounded  by 
soldiers — your  escape  is  impossible !  You  have  yourself  alone 
to  blame.  Exit,  r.  d. 

Earl.  Well,  this  is  delightful!  It’s  bad  enough  to  get  into 
hot  wrater  when  one  deserves  it,  but  for  nothing —  I  did  kiss 
the  girl,  certainly.  Who  could  have  helped  it  ?  What’s  to  be 
done  ?  To  be  dragged  to  prison  in  this  dress  !  I  shall  be  the 
laughing-stock  of  the  court !  How  to  escape  ?  ( going  up  to¬ 
wards  c. — sees  Mabel  coming  l.  d.)  Hallo,  here  comes  the 
origin  of  all  my  misfortunes ! 

Enter  Mabel,  l.  d. 

Mabel,  (aside)  Oh,  he’s  here  still !  (crosses  to  R.) 

Earl,  (l.)  You’re  a  pretty  article ! 

Mabel.  Well,  that’s  no  news. 

Earl.  You  honoured  me  with  a  kiss  just  now  ? 

Mabel.  I  beg  your  pardon,  you  stole  it — it  was  obtaining 
goods  under  false  pretences. 

Earl.  Never  mind — that  kiss  will  very  likely  cost  me  my 
liberty. 

Mabel.  Serve  you  right.  Thieves  deserve  to  be  punished. 

Earl.  Pray  be  serious  !  My  life  is  in  danger — I’m  about  to 
be  arrested — do  you  wish  to  see  me  destroyed  before  your  very 

Mabel.  Lud-’a-mercy,  no !  you’re  not  in  earnest  ? 
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Earl.  Perfectly. 

Mabel.  Well,  take  my  advice — don’t  stand  chattering  there, 
hut  he  off — the  road  lies  straight  before  you. 

Earl.  The  place  is  surrounded  by  soldiers — if  you  do  not 
conceal  me,  I  am  lost  ( listens )  Hark  !  some  one  comes  !  ( goes 
up,  c.) 

Mabel,  (brings  him  down  again)  Stay!  Are  you  sure  you’ve 
not  been  thieving,  or  anything  of  that  sort?  there’s  a  very 
suspicious  look  about  the  corners  of  your  eye. 

Earl.  Pshaw  !  if  you  would  aid  me — quick ! 

Mabel.  Well,  I  suppose  I  must.  Go  through  that  door — 
points  to  l.)  it  leads  into  the  court  yard — you’ll  see  some  men 
unloading  hay,  and  to  keep  you  out  of  further  mischief — here — 
( gives  him  fork,  left  by  Haymaker)  go  and  help  them. 

Earl.  Yes,  but  should  the  soldiers  pass,  and  notice  me  ? 

Mabel.  Notice  you?  Why  should  they  ?  There’s  nothing 
part  icularly  good  looking  about  you  ! 

Earl.  You  little  vixen  !  (approaching  her)  I’ll  reward  you 
with— 

Mabel.  Now  stand  off,  and  keep  your  rewards  to  yourself. 
I  should  have  thonght  you’d  had  enough  of  taking  what  didn’t 
belong  to  you ! 

Earl.  Take  care,  or  I’ll — 

Mabel.  Get  in — (pushing  him  in)  there’s  somebody  coming  ! 

She  is  about  to  folloiv ,  l.  d.  ivhen  Dubkins  enters  hastily  from 

r.  c.  down  R. 

Dub.  (r.  c.)  Here,  I  say,  stop  a  minute,  Mabel ! 

Mabel,  (up  l.)  I  can’t — -I’m  in  a  hurry,  (going) 

Dub.  Nonsense !  I’ve  come  back  for  that  kiss  ! 

Mabel.  Sorry  for  you !  You’re  a  day  after  the  fair — it’s 
gone ! 

Dub.  Gone  !  What  the  deuce  do  you  mean  ? 

Mabel.  What  I  say.  Given  away  to  an  honest  man,  tall, 
young,  handsome — altogether,  a  very  superior  person,  (crosses 
to  R.) 

Dub.  (l.)  My  kiss  given  away !  (aside)  It’s  that  rascal  1 
met  this  morning  !  (aloud)  What’s  the  villain’s  name  ? 

Mabel.  How  can  that  concern  you  ? 

Dub.  Come,  I  like  that !  Am  I  not  your  lord  and  master 
that  is  to  be  ?  Am  I  not  going  to  make  you  the  happiest 
woman  of  your  sex  ? 

Mabel.  Ha,  ha,  ha !  you,  indeed !  Go  and  keep  company 
with  her  ladyship — and  if  you  must  marry,  marry  her  ladyship 

(crosses  to  I . 
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Dub.  (k.)  Now,  my  dear,  do  you  wish  to  drive  me  silly  ? 
Mabel,  (l.)  I  shouldn’t  have  far  to  drive  ! 

Dub.  Do  you  wish  to  drive  me  mad?  Will  you  derive  any 
peculiar  advantage  by  seeing  me  a  grinning  idiot  for  the  rest  of 
mv  life  ?  Because  if  so,  vou’ll  no  on  talking  this  infernal  non- 
sense  about  lord  and  ladyship  ! 

Mabel.  My  good  man,  you  may  just  as  well  confess. 

Dub.  Confess  what  ? 

Mabel.  Who  you  are,  my  lord. 

Dub.  What  confounded  nonsense !  “Lord!”  I’m  a  gardener 
— plain  gardener. 

Mabel.  Remarkably  plain,  my  lord!  ( curtseys ) 

Dub.  And  I’ll  speak  plain  !  I’m  jealous — frantically  jealous — 
diabolically  jealous!  (following  her  up  L.  trying  to  catch  hold  ojher) 
Mabel.  Help  !  Leave  me  alone !  Stand  back,  my  lord  earl ! 

Enter  Captain  of  the  Guard  and  Soldiers,  c.  down  r.  c. 

Captain,  (r.)  Ila,  as  I  thought!  ( touches  Dubkins  on 
shoulder )  My  lord,  my  duty  is  a  painful  one — 

Dub.  Is  it  ?  Don’t  do  it,  then. 

Captain,  (giving  warrant )  Be  good  enough  to  read  this ! 
Dub.  (pushing  it  away)  Ob,  don’t  bother ! 

Captain.  Nay,  my  lord,  I  insist ! 

Dub.  He  insists  !  Oh,  very  well.  What  do  I  see  ?  an  order 
to  conduct  me  to  the  c-a-s-t-l  -e  !  (aside)  Egad  !  I  must  be  a 
nobleman  without  knowing  it!  What,  castle  guard  room? 
Stop,  though — it  says  the  earl !  I’m  not  an  earl !  get  the  earl, 
and  when  you’ve  got  him,  take  him  there — I  don’t  wish  to  de¬ 
prive  him  of  any  luxury  ! 

Captain,  (r.)  Follow  me,  my  lord. 

Mabel,  (l.)  F ollow  him,  my  lord.

Dub.  “  Well,  my  lord  !  ”  (mimicking)  Don’t  be  a  fool !  I’m 
not  the  Earl  of  Dudley ! 

Mabel.  Don’t  believe  him,  Mr.  Officer — he  is,  and  I  can 
prove  it.  You’d  better  go,  you  know  ! 

Dub.  Of  what  am  I  accused  ?  (Officer  points  to  paper ) 
Oh,  what’s  this  ?  Wounding  a  man  in  a  duel  in  the  precincts 
of  the  palace  !  Am  I  awake  ?  Can  I  have  been  walking  in  my 
sleep,  and  committed  a  murder? 
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Mabel.  Oh,  the  blood-thirsty  wretch !  you’re  sure  to  be 
hung !  (making  signs) 

Captain.  My  lord  earl,  in  the  name  of  His  Majesty,  T  de¬ 
mand  your  sword. 

Dub.  (aside)  Ha,  ha!  my  sword !  (aloud)  Take  it  by  all 
means!  His  Majesty  is  perfectly  welcome  to  it — it  doesn’t  be¬ 
long  to  me  !  (gives  sword — aside)  If  I  could  only  reach  the 
road — (as  trying  to  sneak  off — sees  Four  Soldiers  at  dour ,  c.) 
Four  to  one !  I’m  a  lost  man  ! 

ids  he  is  going  up,  the  Earl  comes  front  l.  d.  with  carter's  ivh'tp, 

and  is  going  towards  o.  d. 

Earl.  Perhaps  I  may  escape  this  way  ! 

I)ub.  (seizing  him)  No,  you  don’t.  Come,  I  say,  stop — you’re 
wanted. 

Earl,  (imitating  Countryman)  Leave  I  alone,  mun — don’t 
you  see  I  be  busy  ? 

Dub  What  a  mysterious  change  !  My  good  friend,  these 
gentlemen  are  going  to  take  me  to  prison. 

Earl,  (c.)  What  be  that  to  I  ?  I  mun  go  and  feed  the  pigs, 
maun’t  I,  miss  ? 

Mabel,  (l.)  Yes,  John — make  haste,  and  I’ll  give  you  a 
pint  of  beer.  Exit  Earl,  c.  d. 

Dub.  She’s  going  to  give  him  some  home  brewed!  I  wish 
it  may  choke  him!  (Mabel  laughs)  I  can  laugh  as  well  as  you. 
Insult  to  injury  !  Lead  on,  captain — I’m  ready  now  !  And  as 
for  you,  Mabel,  if  anything  dreadful  should  happen  to  me,  I’ll 
haunt  you  to  the  day  of  your  death  !  to  the  day  of  your  death. 

Exeunt  Dubkins,  Captain,  and  Soldiers,  c. 

Mabel.  Poor  fellow !  now  he’s  gone,  I’m  almost  sorry  !  I 
could  cry  my  eyes  out  !  lie  was  such  a  handsome  fellow — so 
deceitful — after  all,  he  said  to  me,  “To  you  I  true  will  ever 
be,”  and  I  believed  him  “  Far  sweeter  than  the  new  blown  pea  ” 
Pretty !  the  savage !  “  I  swear  there  is  no  vegetable — ”  Oh,  dear! 
(crying)  I  shall  never  see  him  again  ! 

Enter  Lady  Yane,  r. 

Lady  Y.  Are  you  there,  Mabel  ?  Well,  has  he  gone  ? 

Mabel.  Yes,  your  ladyship — they’ve  got  him  safe  enough — 
they  won’t  let  him  go ! 

Lady  Y.  Heaven  forbid !  Now  I  have  my  revenge  ! 

(sits  Ii.  C. 

Mabel.  So  have  I — and  I  don’t  think  much  of  it  now  I’ve 
o-ot  it !  Oh,  if  he’d  only  asked  me  to  forgive  him  ! 

&  Lady  Y.  Men  are  all  alike — deceitful  ! 
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Mabel.  Villains !  1*11  never  speak  to  another !  I  shall  cry 
in  a  minute  !  Ugh,  the  ungrateful  monsters  ! 

Lady  V.  Very  true!  there’s  no  gratitude  in  this  world! 
False — false  and  perjured  !  ( crying ) 

Mabel.  Don’t  cry  !  {sits  on  stool ,  l.  c.)  And  yet,  it  makes 
one  very  comfortable,  doesn’t  it  ? 

Lady  V.  To  forsake  me  after  all  the  affection  I’ve  bestowed 
on  him  ! 

Mabel.  To  leave  me,  after  all  the  soup  and  good  things  I’ve 
made  for  him  ! 

Lady  V.  Think  how  I  may  have  compromised  myself  by 
coming  here  ! 

Mabel.  Fancy  how  I  may  catch  it  from  father  for  giving 
him  the  best  ale  ! 

Lady  X.  I,  tvho  was  the  envy  of  the  whole  court  ! 

Mabel.  I,  who  was  called  the  luckiest  girl  in  the  village  ! 

Lady  V.  To  be  pitied  by  all  the  nobles  about  the  castle ! 

Mabel.  To  be  laughed  at  by  all  the  girls  about  the  farm ! 
They  were  all  after  him  ! 

Lady.  He  deserves  all  he  gets  !  and  yet  I  shall  never  more 
hear  him  breathe  soft  speeches  in  my  ear ! 

Mabel.  Xo  more  early  peas  and  potatoes — no  more  green¬ 
gages — no  more  of  that  beautiful  poetry — u  I  swear  there  is  no 
vegetable — ”  Isn’t  it  melting  ?  ( sobbing ) 

Lady  V.  He’ll  never  more  say  4‘  Dearest  Emily,  I  adore  you 
— without  you  I  never  can  be  happy.”  Door  fellow  ! 

Mabel.  We  shall  never  see  him  again,  shall  we? 

Lady  Y'.  Perhaps,  never !  Locked  up,  without  a  soul  to 
speak  to  !  And  yet,  perhaps,  he’s  happier  alone  ! 

Mabel.  Is  lie  ?  Xo  one  to  make  love  to  ?  He  won’t  be 
able  to  put  up  with  that,  I’m  certain !  What  a  little  fool  I’ve 
been  !  I  shan’t  get  married  at  all  now  !  {drum  heard )  What’s 
that  ?  {runs  up  to  window ,  l.  f.)  It’s  so  dark  I  can’t  see !  Look, 
your  ladyship— look !  As  I  live,  the  prisoner  has  escaped,  and 
is  making  his  way  to  the  forest !

Lady  V.  Well,  after  all,  perhaps  I  shall  not  be  sorry  for  it ! 

Mabel.  Look  !  the  soldiers  are  rushing  all  over  the  forest ! 
{aside)  Now  to  save  him !  and  if  I  get  a  nice  husband  again, 
and  let  him  slip  through  my  fingers,  my  name  is  not  Mabel! 

Exit,  l.  d.  quickly. 

Lady  V.  That  kind-hearted  girl  has  read  me  a  lesson, 
aided  by  her,  he  may  yet  escape !  {goes  up — the  stage  has  become 
gradually  darker  and  darker) 
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Enter  Dubkins,  c.  out  of  breath,  and  in  his  own  clothes. 

Dub.  ( sinks  into  a  chair ,  r.  c.)  Wliat  a  race  I’ve  bad  !  I’ve  torn 
niyselt  to  pieces  with  the  brambles !  I  got  away  from  those  horrid 
soldiers,  and  was  lying  under  a  haystack  to  get  breath,  when 
wl io  should  come  up,  but  my  friend  of  this  morning  in  my 
clothes.  I  seized  hold  of  him,  and  demanded  my  garments — 
he  gave  them  me  back,  and  had  the  impudence  to  burst  out 
laughing,  and  thanked  me  for  the  loan — and  when  I  grumbled, 
said  it  was  a  love  affair — and  all  was  fair  in  love  and  war  !  I'll 
serve  that  little  demon  of  a  Mabel  out  when  I  catch  her ! 

Lady  V.  ( advancing  l. — aside )  I  hardly  dare  address  him ! 
(aloud)  Pardon  me,  I — 

Dub.  Hallo  !  a  woman  !  What’s  the  menning  of  this  ? 

Lady  V.  I  must  confess,  urged  on  by  jealousy,  I  was  nearly 
the  means  of  you  losing  your  liberty,  and  perhaps  your  life. 

Dub.  (aside)  Now  for  it !  I  shall  find  it  all  out  now ! 

Lady  V.  You  know  you  were  guilty ! 

Dub.  (aside)  I  must  have  been  committing  some  diabolical 
crime  in  my  sleep  ! 

Lady  Y.  But  when  I  candidly  own  the  feeling  that  prompted 
me  to  revenge,  was  love — when  I  tell  you  that  my  affection  for 
you  has  never — never  ceased,  can  you  blame  me  ? 

Dub.  (aside)  Poor  thing  !  certainly  not !  (aloud)  You  do 
love  me  then  ? 

Lady  Y.  Can  you  ask  me  ?  And  if,  after  this,  you  spurn 
me — forsake  me — when  I  add,  that  I  have  served  you — that 
this  is  the  proof  of  my  devotion — (giving  him  the  pardon) 

Dub.  I  wonder  what  it  is  ! 

Lady  Y.  And  that  you  are  free — 

Dub.  (aside)  I  see  it  all — she  loved  me  so  much,  she  wanted 
to  lock  me  up  to  take  care  of  me ! 

Lady  Y.  Still  silent !  still  offended  ! 

Dub.  (aside)  What  a  sweet  little  voice  !  I  wish  I  could  sea 
her  ! 

Lady  Y.  And  since  you  still  doubt  me,  I  forgive  what  has 
passed  between  you  and  Mabel ! 

Dub.  (aside)  What  an  accommodating  party  ! 

Lady  V.  (l.)  And  should  you  throw  yourself  at  my  feet — 

Dub.  (aside)  I  dare  say  they’re  very  pretty  feet — but  it’s  so 
dark,  I  can’t  see  them  ! 

Lady  Y.  We  would  forget  the  past — 

Dub.  (r.)  By  all  means  !  Here,  at  your  feet,  I  swear — 

Enter  Mabel,  l.  d.  followed  by  the  Earl,  in  a  cloak. 

Mabel,  (whispering)  This  way  !  you've  behaved  very  badly 
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to  me,  but  I  hope  you’ll  get  away  from  the  soldiers.  Don’t  let 
her  ladyship  hear  you ! 

Dub.  (r.)  Am  I  not  yours  ? 

Lady  V.  (r.  c.)  Am  I  not  yours? 

Dub.  She’s  mine!  she  owns  it !  ( embraces  Lady  Vane,  and 
folds  her  in  his  arms ,  r.) 

Earl,  (up  l.  whispering )  Her  ladyship’s  voice ! 

Mabel,  (wp,  l.  c.)  Yes,  and  with  another  man  !  Oh,  I’m 
so  glad  !  You  can’t  marry  her  now,  can  you  ?  (falls  round  the 
Earl’s  neck ,  and  embraces  him ) 

Enter  Jacob  Stubble,  with  lighted  lantern ,  c.  d. 

Jacob,  (putting  lantern  on  table  at  back ,  r. — Lights  up) 

The  horses  are — (seeing  Earl  and  Dubkins)  Oh,  lor’ ! 

Runs  off,  c. 

Lady  V.  (screaming)  A  stranger ! 

Mabel,  (screaming)  The  thief ! 

Earl.  (l.  looking  at  Dubkins)  What  the  deuce  are  you 
doing  there ! 

Dub.  (r.)  What  the  deuce  are  you  doing  there,  if  you  come 
to  that  ? 

Earl.  Speak!  who  are  you,  sir? 

Mabel.  Why,  it’s  my  Dudley  !  come  away,  sir !  come  away  l 

Earl.  Dudley ! 

Dub.  (crossing  to  c.)  Yes,  Dudley  Dubkins  is  my  name — 
England  is — no,  I  mean,  that’s  my  name,  and  what’s  more,  I 
intend  to  stick  to  it  for  the  future,  (going  to  Mabel,  then  to 
Earl)  You  return  to  your  position,  whoever  you  are,  and  I 
am  delighted  to  get  back  to  mine. 

Earl.  Oh,  I  see  it  all  now !  My  dear  Emily,  forgive  me  ! 

(crosses  to  Lady-  Vane,  r. 

Lady  V.  Nay,  my  lord,  rather  forgive  me.  But  as  we  have 
both  something  to  forgive,  there’s  my  hand  ! 

Dub.  (giving  him  paper)  Yes,  and  there’s  your  pardon. 

Lady  V.  Yes,  dear  Dudley,  obtained  by  me  ! 

Earl,  (on  his  knees)  Dearest  Emily,  how  can  I  thank  you? 
By  a  life  of  devotion — of  love,  I  will  atone  for  my  errors,  and 
try  to  prove  my  gratitude  to  my  benefactress  by  eschewing  the 
follies  of  my  past  life. 

Dub.  (on  his  knees ,  to  Mabel,  absurdly)  Dearest  Mabel, 
how  can  I  thank  you  ?  By  a  life  of  devotion — of  love — I’ll 
condone  for  my  errors,  and  try  to  prove  my  gratitude  to  my 
benefactress,  by  chewing  the  follies  of  my  past  life —  (which  I 
never  committed.) 

Mabel,  (l.  c.)  Eh?  the  Dubkins,  sir — the  Dubkins  ! 

Dub.  (l.)  Oh,  I  forgot  that ! 
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Mabel.  I  thought  so  !  but  if  it  must  be — -and  I’m  afraid  it’s 
rather  catching — there’s  my  hand. 

Dub.  That’s  right !  I  know  your  heart’s  in  it.  By  the  way, 
my  lord,  I  forgot,  when  I  returned  the  coat,  to  give  back  the 
purse,  (offering  it) 

Earl.  (r.  c.)  Nay,  my  honest  fellow,  you’ve  fairly  earned 
it.  Be  silent  about  what  has  happened,  and  neither  you  nor 
your  pretty  Mabel  shall  repent  it.  I  took  your  clothes,  re¬ 
member  !  % 

Dub.  Oh,  I’m  not  likely  to  forget.  And  I  took  yours. 

Earl.  I  stole  a  kiss  from  pretty  Mabel,  yonder. 

Dub.  And  her  ladyship  did  me  the  honour  gratuitously  to 
bestow  the  same  on  me ;  but  as  we’re  quits,  there’s  an  end 
of  it. 

Mabel,  (c.)  An  end  of  it  ? 

Dub.  What,  isn’t  there  an  end  of  it? 

Mabel.  Oh,  no  !  I’ve  yet  to  ask  if  all  are  satisfied — a  ner¬ 
vous  task !  (to  Audience) 

You  come  as  buyers — purchasers  of  pleasure, 

And  we  as  sellers — with  just  weight  and  measure  ; 

With  nought  o’erdue  in  either  balance  left, 

Be  generous  ;  own  our  Fair  Exchange  no  theft.
